The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The subject matter of the independent claims could not be found and was not suggested by the 
prior art of record. The subject matter not foxmd is a method of delivering extrudable material 
within a body comprising the steps of delivering a first material through a first lumen and 
delivering a second material though a second lumen, the second lumen having a valve at the 
distal end that is slidable within the first Ixmien, the first material comprising a crosslinking agent 
and the second material comprising a crosslinkable polymer, delivering both materials to the 
distal section of the first lumen and then pushing the fibrous material out of the distal section by 
sliding the distal valve of the second lumen into the distal section of the first lumen. The 
inventive step being delivering both the first and second materials to the distal end of the first 
lumen, thereby forming a fibrous material within the first lumen and outside of the distal valve of 
the second lumen, and using the distal valve to push at least a portion of the material out of the 
distal end of the first lumen. 

The closest prior art of record is Cragg et al (US 6146373). Cragg discloses a system and 
method for injecting material to a patient comprising delivering a first and second material 
through a first and second lumen, wherein the second lumen is slidable within the first lumen. 
However, Cragg fails to teach a valve at the distal end of the second member, and does not teach 
forming a fibrous material within the distal end of the first member. This step is not taught by 
any other prior art references.
